The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 25a (Fig. 6); 71 (Fig. 9A); 12c (Fig. 12A). 

Figures 1B and 1C are improper because two figures cannot share an identifier. 
Identifier "102" must be illustrated separately in each figure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schuh (5931239) in view of Best et al. (6082457). 

Schuh discloses drill string having an upper section with a collapsible stabilizer 
1 1 that reduces the radial extension of the stabilizer when sticking occurs (Figures 4 
and 5; col. 4, lines 23-54). 

This reference does not disclose an upper sting section rotatable independently 
of a lower string section, initiating jarring action upon collapse of stuck section, or 
circulating from inside the drill string to outside. 

Best et al. present structure designed to free a stuck a drill string comprising: an 
upper string section 3; a lower string section 7 joined to the upper string section; a drill 
bit joined to the lower string section; the upper string section adapted, via bearings 1 1 , 
to rotate independently of the lower string section and the drill bit while the upper string 
section is suspended, from the surface, within the borehole; means 15, 22 within the 
drill string for internally jarring the drill string; means 24 for circulating a drilling fluid 
through the lower string section when the lower string section is not rotating and the 
upper string section is rotating; jarring (col. 4, lines 23-25; and circulating fluid from 
inside the drill string to outside, via opening 30. 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to add the Best et al. structure to the Schuh drill string and 
carry out a method of collapsing, jarring, circulating the combined structure, as 
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suggested by Schuh's discussion of the drill string sticking (col. 2, lines 46-50) and the 
Best et al. desire to free a stuck lower drill string part (col. 2, lines 34-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Springer (4842082) presents reducing the outside diameter of a 
drill string.
